The larg est buck killed in Lee County wa s a 308 -pound 
buck, shot by Peter Dawid 
on the farm of his brother 
J ohn Dawid, two and a half 
miles south of Amboy . Daw- 
id’s buck dressed out to 238 
pounds 
and edg ed a 
buck 
killed by Glen Searls, Amboy , 
for top honors by one pound. 
Hunters in Ogle Co unty added 
117 kills Sunday to the 124 taken 
Friday and the 128 sho t Saturday 
to reach the 369 figure. The larg­ 
est kill repo rted was taken o n the 
last day by Hal Campbell, dia na .
